BERLIN, Deco. 23.—General Wil- 
heim Hoffman, former chief of staff 
of the German East army, who play 
ed an important part in the Brest- 
Litovak negotiations, declared in an 
interview published in The Berlin 
Russ.an Daily Rul, that bolshevism 
having ceased to be regional is u 
worid problem now which can be 
so:ved only by armed .ntervention by 
the great powers acting in concert, 
An in.vernat.onal army under the 
leadership of Pershing, Joffre or Foch 
snould occupy Petrograd, Gen. Hoft- 
man saye, then march on Moscow, 
wh'ch ‘he asserts is bound to fall be- 
Tove uny well equipped and properly 
officered force. 

Veich tae occupation of Moscow.., 
Trotsky and Lenin would be unhors- 
ed and their three thousand commis- 
saries overthrown and the members 
of the whole regime, Gen. Hoffman 
predicts, would ask “Safe conduct tuo 
paea the shortest way to oblivion.

MONTREAL GOES 
AT SYSTEMATIC 
PLANFOR RELIEF 


Winnipeg Also Faces Big Unem- 
ployment Problem—No Re- 
sponse to Premier Oliver 


MONTREAL, Dec. 23.—A gathering 
representing commercial, profess!on- 


al, social and eharitable life in this 
e'ty this morning storimly discused the 
unemployment situation. E. R, De- 
cary, chairman of the administration 
commission stated that the number 
of unemrployed in Montreal this sea- 
eon was treble the number in previ- 
ous winters. There are now nearly 
25,000 men looking for work, stated 
Mr. Decary. 

J. L. Foster, president of the trades 
and labor council said the situation 
had been acute because the world 
did not heed organized labor's warn- 
ings. He also complained that at the 
meeting were men probab‘y connect- 
ed with companies, who were respon- 
sible for bringing only recently a large 
number of workers from Great Brit- 
ain on the promise of work. 

They had either to make it or put 
them in somebody elses place. A 
committee representing those present 
was appolnted to take steps to try 
and alleviate conditions. Mayor Mar- 
tin vigorously objected to the appoint- 
ment of the committee during which 
Joseph Quintal of the Chamber of 
Commerce, who had_ suggested it, 
walked out of the meeting. Mr, Quin- 
tal was in his absence, elected chair- 
man of the committee,

Conferences between city council 
representatives and the provincial 
government will be held and survey 
made to determine exactly the degree 
to which unemployment exists, 

Casual work, officials in touch, with 
labor conditions report is practically 
non-existant in the city, outside 
works consists mostly of jobs in the 
bush and for fishermen, 

Many Toronto People in Need. 

TORONTO, Dec, 23.—Central relief 
station reports today that 18,064 in- 
dividuals in the city of Toronto have 
asked for charity to tide them over 
present desperate conditions in which 


they find themselves. If is officially, 
that the unemployment situation in 


the city is "extremely serious.” 

Several thousand workless men and 
women this afternoon attended a de- 
monstration in Queen's Park where 
they were addressed by J. Harry 
Flynn, of the G.W.V.A., and various 
labor leaders. 

About The British Veterans. 

OTTAWA, Dec. 23 — (Canadian 
Press.)—-Commenting on the-Calgary 
despatch which stated that many 
former British, soldiers sent to Can- 
ada at the beginning of winter with 
little or no*money were now destitute, 
officials of the department of immigra- 
tion here state that they had no re- 
cord of these men., Such veterans 
were gent out to Canada under the 
British government emigration scheme 
and as long as these men could satisfy 
the superintendent of Canad‘an im- 
migration in London they were of 
suitable calibre, to meet conditions in 
Canada their entry was in no way 
hampered. Al) financial restrictions 
were also removed and many of these 
men. who would otherwise have been 
rejectd for !ack of funds, were allow~- 
ed to emigrate. 

At the present time, ow!ng to con- 
ditfons here imraicration to Canada 
has been reduced to a minimum by 
the department. wh'ch, as for as pos-

The cost of the pipeline from Fort 
Norman to Fort McMurray was esti- 
mated by Pres'dent Stillman at the 
time of the strike as $50 000 000, It 
is now thought that a more likely 
route would be from Fort Norman to 
Peace River via Hay River, and the 
application now about to be made to 
the legisiature is believed to have this 
reute in view,

KING'S SPEECH 
VIEW AND SPIRIT 


After Sitting 221, 
Close Active Session 


|PEACE WORDS TO IRELAND 


Speech From Throne Expresses 
Hope. For Trade Resumption 
With Bussia 


LONDON, Dec. 
| from the throne on the occasion of the 
| proroguing of parlament at midnight 


jtonight, after reference to the con- 


\tinued friendly relations with friendly | 


| powers, alluded to the Greek difficulty 
jand declared that the government 


endeavor to reach a solution, com- 
patible with their joint responsibilities. 
The situation with respect to Russia 
|was described as stil! unsettled and 
obscure, and the King expressed the 
hope that trade would shortly re- 
commence with Russia and lead to an 
era of peace, greatly needed by the 
suffering people of eastern Europe. 

“Tt is of the highest importance,” 
the speech continued, “that Poland 
and her neighbors should compose 
their politicall diffrences and devote 
{their undivided energies to producing 
jinternal stability and to the task of 
}economic reconstruction.” 

The distribution of the mandates 
and other work of the Assembly of 
the League of Nations were taken up, 
and the Assembly was declared to 
have “shown its sense of the impor- 
tance of Including all nations in its 
membership by admitting two late 
enemies.” 

“It is my earnest hope,” added the 
speech “that the spirit of good will 
manifested at the Assembly is an aug- 
ury of the value of the League as a 
force making for conciliation and 
peace throughout the world.” 

The speech referred with gratifica- 
fon at the success of the Prince of 
Wales’ Imperial] tour and regretted 
that the Prince was not able to in- 
ugaurate new councils in India. The 
promise was given that tho govern- 
ment Wouid make every offort to re- 
duce expenditure. 

The Situation in Irelanil 

Dealing with the subject of Ireland, 
the speech said: 

“The state of affairs in Ireland 
grieves me profoundly. I‘ deplore the 
campaign of violence and outrage, 
whereby a small section of my subjec.s 
seek to sever Ireland from the Em- 
pire, and I sympathize with the loyal 
jservants of the’ Crown hot aee en- 
deavoring to_restore peace -and.main- 
tain order under conditions Of unex- 
aanp a@fticulty and dager. . 

“It my most earnest hope that 
all sections of the people of Ireland 
will insist upon a return ¢o consti- 
tutional methods, which alone can put 
an end to the terrible events, which 
threaten ruin to that country and 
make possible reconciliaion and a 
lasting peace.”

“I sincerely hope that this act, the

unity and friendship between all the 
people of my Kirxgdom,.” 

Work of the Season 

The King concluded by recounting 
the measures passed during the course 
jof the parliamentary session, He re- 
ferred to unemployment as the darkest 
cloud on the horizon, spri.ging less 
from internal sources than from con- 
traction of the export trade, arising out 
of the poverty of other natiuns and 
|their inability to secure credite. The 
government, he said, was giving un- 
(remitting attention to this problem. 
|The gession was somewhat unusual, It 
;Was expected that parliament would 
prorogue about 8 o'clock but there was 
difficulty in adjusting the differences 
between the two houses over the Ag- 
ricultura] bill, which had been tossed 
about from Lords to Commons and 
from Commons to Lords throughout 
the evening. This resulted in delay. 
The Lords ineisted on their amend- 
ment, and the government suffered 
four defeats in succession and in most 
of these cases the House of Commons 
;had, perforce, to accept these amend- 
ments to prevent the bill from becom- 
ing a dead letter, 

22% Hours Continuons, 

LONDON, Dec. 23.—After aitting 
continuously for twenty-two and a 
half hours the House of Commons rose 
at 1:16 o'clock this afternoon. The 
long session was caused by last night's 
general debate, during which T. J, 
MacNamara, minister of labor, spoke 
on unemployment, A. J. Balfour on 
the League of Nations, Sir Robert 
| Horne, president of the board of trade 
on commercial relations with Russia, 
and Lloyd George on the Near East. 
From midnight however, the time was 
taken up with a discussion of the 
Lord’s amendments to the Agricul- 
tural bil. ,

bentures amounting to a million or 
so dollars, which might, he said, ba

There are some three million unso'd 
debentures owned by the city, of 
lwhich $1,475 000 is the balance of 
}the loan secured againet the consoli- 
dated tax arrears, and as such '/8 
absolutely ear-marked, 

About 1,600,000 is made up of old 
tong-term debentures which have 
}accumulated during a number of 
jyears, and of this amount about 
$650,000 has been used for its proper 
|}purpose. These debentures cover 
such obfects as filtration, concrete 
|walks, paving and lighting. and sew- 
lage diaposul plant, etc. If sold, all the 
money from these debentures has de- 
finite allotments, as, for instance, 
the sewage disposal works, upon 
which the city should make a start 
by July next under pain of further 
jpenalty by reason of thé Ciare injunc 
tion, 


Will Retire Debentures 
As for the sare of debentures which 


was made to the firm at Portland, 
and. ia now being carried out, the 
money from thisqsale goes to retire 


debentures which mature in January 
next, and no money is available from 
that source, 

In addition, there is about $1,100,- 
000 of debentures covering various 
proposed construction work, which 
were sold and the money diverted to 
jother purposes than those or'ginally 
|stated. The consequence is that the 
| city current account owes the city 
capital account that much money. 

These debentures have to be paid 

back, or redeemed, or taken out of 
pawn, or whatever it may be tertaed 
by money from the capital account at 
6ome time or other, and if it was 
done, the city comptroller says there 
would be about $400,000 which would 
| not be required for the original pu-- 
poses epecied on the debentures, 
y, if the city could secure per- 
n from the tegislature to divert 
th's money from its original purpose 
jthen such a balance could be used for 
sidewalks or any other like work.

A British Handicap, 


Increased production in Britain, 
France and Germany is said to 
have brought Europe out of the 
danger of a coal famine, Despite 
strikes, threats of strikes, and 
jangling over the Versailles treaty, 
the old continent is managing to 
get enongh to burn, though so far 
as Germany is concerned its help 
is contributary but not co-opera- 
tive. 

Apparently, from the dispatches, 
the increase in output is chiefly, 
credited to France and Germany. 
Unsatisfactory as that is from the| 
British standpoint, it is under- 
standable. Germany is digging 
coal because it has to deliver coal 
in return for food and other need- 
ed foreign products. The French 
mines were put out of business by | 
the war, and as each is cleared of | 
debris and put into operation} 
again its output represents a clear 
addition to the aggregate. The 
British mines were not destroyed 
by the war, and Britain does not 
have to deliver coal in payment of | 
war damages. Increase in the out- 
put there is only possible therefore 
as the desire of owners for larger | 
profits and of miners for larger; 
pay leads to the speeding up of op-| 
erations. 

Both France and Germany are | 
driven by dire necessity to get ont 
fuel. British production has only 
the stimulus of gain and war pro-! 
fits and war wages—there and 
elsewhere—have signally failed to 
stimulate increased production. 
Rather the era of unlimited de-' 
mand, with large retuirs to capi-| 
tal and labor, has cultivated tlie; 
notion that the way to get big pro. | 
fits and high wages is to restrict’ 
output and thereby create a short- | 
age in supply. It is not only in| 


the coal industry that this idea’ 
prevails; but generally. Competi- 
tion will supply the corrective

Rounding Up the 
European Market? 


The Morning Bulletin 
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The International Financial Conferences 
Their Conclusions on Fundamental Issues 
And Prospects of Collections From Germany 


(By J. Alex. Aikin) 


The second international financial 
conference at Brussels hae adjourned, 
though its labors are by no means 
conciuded, and efforts will be made 
ad interim to get at what the Ger- 
mang are able to do in payment of 
repartions and indemnity. Since the 
first conference at Spa and that at 
San Remo in April last, Br-tish repre 
seniatives have succeeded In keeping 
the negotiations on the table and pre- 
vented any further permanent occu- 
pation of German territory to enforce 
demands and terms, For 60 long 4s 
questions at issue are held within 
the bounds of diplomacy and politics 
it is bel.eved the new democratic goy- 
ernment of Germany will thave a 
chance to bring their people round 
to work and production under which 
they will realize more fully the mai 
pollcy of past days. Resort to occu- 
pation of more German territory and 
consequent payment of costs of that 
army by Germany will not only hin- 
der readjustment, but will play into 
the hands of the monarchista of Ger- 
many, who, if Igft alone will become 
an evermore less important quantity. 


German Capacity to Pay 

Germanys capacity to pay is the 
question tnat is engaging the atten- 
tion of economists and diplomats. 
Tnere has been an ill concealed gen- 
eral effort on the part of Germany 
to keep back information on this 
point, and to lie down on the’ terms 
of tne Treaty of Versa.lles, That led 
to the common declaration of the 
Allies after the San Remo conference 
and later to better resuits in coa! de- 
liveries. Now things have reachud 
the point where German delegates 
are consulted with in the effort to 
reach terms tiat can be carried out 

According to the estimate of John 
Maynard Keynes, one of the British 
‘Treasury expor.s6, the extreme bur- 
den for indemn.ty and _ reparations 
that should be laid on Germany is 
put at from ten to twelve billion 
Goiars. By the terms of the Treaty 
the indemnity alone cajls for 120 bil- 
lion gold marks, or “* equivalent of 
$30,000,000,00. On top of that come 
the unceunted charges fo: repara- 
tions, The most recent French vialm 
is for $46,000,000,006 goid, along with 
the threat that failure on the part 
of Germany to come through in a 
prom sing manner will be followed by 
occupation of German territory, Ger- 
many has replaced the stolen gold 
and currency to Belgium and deposit- 
ed the first instalment of indemni y 
bondg to an amount of twenty billio. 
marks. Heavy reparations in 6h.p 
Ping tonnage have already been paid 
to Greut Britain so that a real be- 
ginn:ng was been made. What is 
wanted now is to get at the limits ot 
German ability to pay in future with 
money and goods, all of which has 
a relation tu the subject of the revis- 
jon of the Treaty terms, , 

The word has been passed since ad- 
journment of the second financial con- 
ference that 100 billion marks. gold 
will be the sum to be collected from 
Germany, but it remains to be seen 
whether that colossa} sum, equal to 
about $25,000,000,000, wilt be decided 
on as t'@> 6um within the ability of 
Germany to pay.

The greater tho ee. of capital, 
the more insistent becomes the im- 
pulse both on the government and 
on industry to secure more purchas- 
ing power, so that all may compete 
for the capital they require and yet 
cannot get. Hence the conference 
made etrong decisions for the prin- 
ciple of pay as you go, as the first and 
most important duty of public fi- 
nanco, and an end to loans and pay- 
ment through inflated currency. The 
story of what Great Britain had done 
in th's regard amazed the conferencs 
and sets a fine example for all na- 
tions, 

The wonderful feats of public fi- 
nance during the wer, which quite 
surprised economists, led the public 
mind to forget the distinction be- 
tween credit and capital. The real 
limiting factor in production is not 
credit but capital, the actual goods 
and commod'ties available which can: 
not be,increased merely by increas ng 
credit. Taere must now come a bal- 
ance between revenue and expendi- 
ture’ both public and private, in or- 
der to overcome the disability of les- 
sened capital. Some politicians were 
inclined to think’the world had come 
into a grand new period when all the 
things formerly denied could be had, 
and many of the people still have 
the {mpression that the wealta they 
60 much desire ig “still somewhere 
within the community if they can 
only get hotd of it.” But, alas, it is 
taking wings as of old, and only by 
industry and diligent efonomy can 
wealth be had. 

In accordance wita the recommen: 
datien of the Hon R. H. Brand the 
Conference resolved that “‘Commerce 
should be freed from control and im-’ 
pediments to international trade re- 
moved,” and that it should be the 
aim of government to give back free- 
dom to individual initiative in all 
matters of finance, commerce and in- 
dustry with the least possible delay. 
Then again will come the renewed en- 
ergy of enterprise not unknown on this 
cont nent and much needed in Europe, 
Disarmament has a new and strong 
argument, with public finance and 
satesmanship now in the inability 
of the nations to continue to spend 
one fifth of the public revenue for 


armaments, along with heavy inter- 
lest payments on national debts. Pa-

It will astonish any one who 
takes up this line of breeding to 
note how quickiy the habit of prompi 
tnaturity can be bred into a strain of 
fowls, and how the average profit 
from a flock will be increased by 
such seleotion of the breeders, 

Anyone who hae carefully read the 
foregoing will understand that the 
number of eegs a fnck of 1,000 fowls 
will average is determined very large- 
ly by the “man behind the gun.” In- 
telligent handing of a flock will so 
upbuild fts laying’ ability thet an 
average of 150 or more eggs per year 
can be attained, or a Mock can be so 
mishandled that the average wiN be 
no more than haif that! the former 
will pay an average profit of $2.00 to 
$3.00 per year per hen, the latter 
wil] not only pay no profit, but will 
run the owner in debt, 

If any reader :s inclined to put a 
question mark against the statement 
that a flock of 1,000 puliets can be 
made to pay a profit of $2.00 to $3.00 
euch a year, I wish to say that I per- 
sonally know flarmere that are doing 
that well year after year with flocks 
of one, two or three thousand head of 
fowls, and that the same intelligent 
and common sense handling of the 
flock of one thousand will yield equal- 
ly good average resYits. Speaking of 
egg yield, I have just received the 
account of one man living in the city 
jof Kdmonton which shows a net pro- 
fit of eight dodiars per bird for a 
couple of dozen hens kept in his 
back yard in a smail house. 

How many hens one man can care 
for depemis wholly upon the man 
If he is mentally alert and phtysically 
(fit, he can, by tuking advantage\ of 
the modern conveniences, and feéa- 
Ing his flocks by the dry-feeding me- 
thod, care for a thousand head with- 
jout killing himself by overwork. But 
there are other matters to be con- 
sidered than just taking tvare of the 
laying stock. It is essential that 
about three-fourths of the laying 
stock be renewed each season, and 
that means there must be about two 
thousand head of chicks grown, and 
that means 2600 to 38,000 chicks 
hatched and brooded, about a thou- 
aand of the chicks will be cockerels, 
which must be grown to market e'ze 
an@ marketed, and then about 9 
thousand pudiets kept’ steadliy grow: 
|{ng so that they reach maturity early

TURNIPS AND 
MANGLES FOR 
BREEDING EWES 


Feed Roots and Grain at Noon—_ 
Should Have Plenty of 
Exercise 


Every man who owng a flock of 
sheep ia prepar'ng for his winter 
supply of feed, ibe the flock small or 
large, ‘The bem Ibeets for breed ng 
es are Gwede turnips or mangels, 
good clover thay, oats and a little 
bran mixed. When one has no roots 
oll cake mixed with the grain will 
take the place of them. I generally 
feed clover hay put through a cut- 
ting box. You don't waste @o much 
and you save hay. Alfatt hay is the 
best, if one ‘hag it, as it saves gra‘n 
and takes the place of roots. Some 
claim roots are not good for breeding 
ewes, as the lambs come weak, but I 
never had any bad regulies from roots. 
I generally feed hay first in the morn- 
ing, and then roots after, and roots 
|first at n'eht and then hay and grain 
at a noon feed. Alwnys give your 
ewes plenty of exercise. 

Half a bushe! of turnips, one bushel 
of cut hay, with 12 quarts of gra'n 
jas a noon feed, anid hay and roors a* 
night, would be pood feeding for a 
dozen ewes, and the flock ought to 
give good remiits on puch feed ng
